The Honorable Matt. H. Carpenter, 
United States Senator from Wisconsin, 
awyer of national fame, a man cif almost] 
[matchless genius, aud au o r a to r secou 
[ti mine in the nation, died at Washing 
J aa tliis forenoon at ten o’clock, of 
Bright’s disease* of the kidneys. For sev 
ral months Senator Carpenter hail bed

The best medical skill in tile 
country was secured, hut all efforts bi 
dmiuister relief failed.

Matthew H. Carpenter was born in 
Moretown, Washiugbiu county, Vermont 
December 22d. 1824, on the very day 
Daniel Webster delivered his famoti

cuniiiemoratiou of the leading of the Pil 
glims. His mother died when lie was 
leveu years old, when he went to live 
with the family of Uou. Paul Dillingham 
ct Waterbury, Vermont, who afterward 
liecame Governor of that State. In 184 
lie was selected as a cadet to West Poiu 
but in 1845 he was compelled bi resigi 
hi account of ill-health, lie then en 
rered the law office of Governor Dilling- 
lam, aud was admitted to the* bar ii 
IS47.

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CAPTAIN CANUTE R. MATSON. 
Rock county has furnished Chicago 
witli some of its foremost meu of all na­ 
tionalities, including, of course, the Scan­ 
dinavian. One of the most prominent 
Norwegians in Chicago—one who has 
come to the front aud attained to a high 
position on the strength of his own mer­ 
its—came from Rock county, and was ed­ 
ucated there. I refer to Captain Ca­ 
nute; R. Matson. Ho was born iii Norway 
in 1843, and came to this country with 
his parents in 1848, the family settling in 
Walworth county aud removed to Dane 
county in 1851. Canute hail an ambition 
to obtain an education, aud to this end 
attended the Albion Academy in Dane 
county and subsequently Milton College, 
and was an apt scholar and ranked among 
the best in his classes. He was in the lat­ 
ter college when the war broke out, and 
being descended from an ancestry which 
had fought for freedom aud liberty, he 
w as very naturally inclined to enlist in 
the Union army, which he did, as a pri­ 
vate in Company K. 13th Wisconsin In­ 
fantry, aud went to tile field as a private; 
he was promoted to commissary sergeant 
iu 1862; 1st lieutenant of Company G. 
in 1863; 
and was subsequently acting 
regimental quartermaster, and was such 
when mustered out in December, 1865. 
The history of tho gallant 13th Wiscon­ 
sin is familiar to your readers, aud I will 
not detail it here. Captain Matson was 
among its best and bravest soldiers aud 
officers, and left the service with an hon­ 
orable and decidedly creditable record, 
which is recognized aud acknowledged 
to this day. 
When he left tho service he came to 
Chicago and attended a commercial col­ 
lege, during the wiuter of 1866, when he 
received au appointment in the postof­ 
fice.

Some of the most splen­ 
did airt the things found in the most an­ 
cient graves. They consist of articles 
made of bronze, particularly personal 
ornaments. They are all of exquisite 
finish of workmanship, though very 
primitive in their figurative decoration 
when it exceeds a mere straight or wav­ 
ing line. 
Several Bracelets which Baron Spi­ 
nelli caused to be polished shine with a 
deep luster like that of red gold, and 
still possess their elasticity. 
Some were 
found composed for the most part of 
pure gold. It seems as if the aurocAaleo 
so praised bv Pliny and others had been 
rediscovered. In only one place has a 
similar metal been found, that is, in 
Corinth; the celebrated mirror with the 
representation of Korinthos and Leukas 
is made of the same material. The ap­ 
pearance of these bracelets is, when in 
an oxidised condition, exactly similar 
to that of oxidized bronze, but the metal 
of the bracelets is considerably heavier.

One beautiful vase, taken from one of 
the tufa tombs, was a Greek leJcythos, 
the lower part covered with a fine shin­ 
ing black glaze, the upper with a coat 
of excessively fine white clay, upon 
which figures in outline were designed 
with exquisite delicacy. There is only 
one vase, found at Kola, which can com­ 
pare with it, the celebrated vase with 
the representation of Anesidorus. 
An­ 
other vase which contained the ashes of 
some fatty substance was one from the 
manufactory of llieron, the firstjof that 
make found with two names inscribed 
upon it, indicating that Makron, its 
maker, worked in Athens in the atelier 
of Hieron. It is the only one of its kind 
and epoch till now found at Suersula, 
and it would be premature to draw from 
its presence there any chronological con­ 
clusion. It might well be that such a 
vase had come into the possession in 
later ages of one far from the country of 
its manufacture. A curious object was 
a cup with a cover ornamented with 
figures, inside which was the remains of 
a balance in miniature; perhaps a toy. 
The arms and supports of the balance 
were of wood, well preserved; the plates 
were made of the two halves of a nut. 
The bracelets were always found in 
pairs, and generally still encircling the 
bones of the skeleton. 
From the fact that fragments of linen 
may sometimes be seen adhering to the 
inner side of the ornaments, it may be 
inferred that when the corpse had been 
clothed in a kind of long-sleeved shirt, 
the bracelets we put on outside, so as 
not to be hidden by the dress. 
They 
are mostly of a spiral shape, like a ser­ 
pent, and often wind several times 
Around the arm. 
They are so elastic 
th.it they can be drawn out to 
length. Many rings are also spiral 
so Lung that they must almost nave cov­ 
ered the finger, like the rings worn in 
such numbers by the Neapolitan women. 
No arms of bronze were found at Suer- 
tila, and few of iron—several knives 
and daggers and |>erhaps some lance- 
heads. 
I'he objects from the oldest and 
therefore most interesting period givo 
evidence of a people little advanced in 
the art of design, yet well-to-do, and 
not only accustomed to adorn them­ 
selves with the metal ornaments brought 
there by Greek ships, but also to pride 
themselves on giving a rich trousseau to 
their dead on their departure from this 
w’orld, and on omitting no prescribed 
religious rite. 
How strange it was, in 
that rural and lonely villa, to ponder on 
the remains of so distant an age!

vividly they reminded us that the fair 
country around Naples hasbeen, ages 
and ages ago, ]»eopled, devastated, and 
re|>eopled; as rich in native productions 
twenty-three centuries ago as now—per­ 
haps richer.

The Morocco of To-day. 
M orocco is 90 nearly barbarous, at 
least so nearly semi-civilized, that it 
seldom has any relation to European 
politics. But the present Morocco Con­ 
ference, with the announcement of the 
determination of the Sultan to punish 
all who may be guilty of wronging non- 
Mohammedan subjects, bas drawn at­ 
tention to a country which few foreign­ 
ers visit, and with which Americans 
have very little acquaintance. Morocco, 
or Marocco, is called by the natives 
Maghrib-el-Aksa, meaning the extreme 
wrest; it includes the three former king­ 
doms of Maghrib, Fez and Tablet; con­ 
tains from 200,000 to 270,000 (English) 
square mile*, and a population various­ 
ly estimated at from 3,0U0,0U0 to H,UU0,- 
000. The country is generally moun­ 
tainous—the Atlas Mountains traverse 
it in several parallel ranges from south­ 
west to northeast—but it has many level 
tracts. Between the central range of 
Atlas and the sea, the climate is temper­ 
ate, but in the southeast extremes of 
heat and cold prevail, and rain never 
falls. 
The innabit&nts consist, like 
those of Barbary in general, of Moors, 
Bcrliers, Arabs, negroes and Jews, with 
a diversified offspring of promiscuous 
miscegenation. 
More than two-thirds 
of them are Moors—these are a mixture 
of the Mauri, of Arabs, Romans, Nu mi­ 
llions and Phoenicians— tile other third 
consisting of Berbers, Jews (350,000) 
and negroes. 
There are very few 
Europeans there, and there is very little 
inducement for them to go thither, since 
the civilization is very low, many of the 
Berbers being little less than savages. 
The theology of the land is Mohammedan. 
The native negroes are increased by 
slaves introduced from Soudan.

breath with Joachim, Vieutemps and 
Wieniawski. 
They had no early mem­ 
ories to soften their judgment, and 
oould not avoid applying the standard 
of judgment to his performance that 
they had applied to tho other masters. 
This he could not endure in his last 
years, if aver he could, which is doubt­ 
ful. 
Ole Bull was an original phenom­ 
enon in u t and was not accountable to 
modern rules. He was a musical tricks­ 
ter, with a vein of strong but peculiar 
poetical feeling, and could only be 
judged fairly outside the conventional 
provinces. He established this charac­ 
ter early in his career. 
As long ago as 
1838, S JKJ hr, while expressing great ad­ 
miration for the w’omierful certainty of 
his left hand and the depth of real feel­ 
ing in him, nevertheless stated that, 
like Paganini, he sacrificed too much 
to the tricks of the art, and he related 
how the Norwegians would draw out a 
diminuendo until the listeners would 
lean forward in their seats to catch the 
dying tones,, and then how he wwiltl 
lift the hair of the bow from the strings, 
but retain his attitude for several sec­ 
onds aud thus deceive them into the 
belief that he was still playing. This 
story is characteristic of Ole Bull's 
manner throughout his long career; 
tricks like this, together with his eccen­ 
tricity of appearance and conduct, were 
relied on to produce the effects that 
made the impressible and not very dis­ 
criminating American people wild with 
enthusiasm. 
Behind it all, however, 
was a vast deal of native genius and ex­ 
traordinary talent. 
Ole Bornemann Bull was born in 
Bergen, Norway, on the 5th day of 
February, 1810. His father, an apoth­ 
ecary, and his uncle, a newspaper 
editor, were both men of 
musical 
tastes. 
From the latter he learned his 
first notes and received his first violin. 
His progress was rapid on the instru­ 
ment, and at eight years of age he 
played first violin in a performance of 
Beethoven^ Symphony in D. 
When 
twenty-one years old he made his first 
concert tour. 
It led through Denmark 
and Holland and its goal was, of course, 
Paris. He reached the French capital 
in 1831, during the prevalence of an 
epidemic of cholera, and for a time his 
lines were hard indeed. 
His small sav­ 
ings ebbed away, and finally he wras 
robbed of his little property/ including 
his violin. Now he despaired and trie*) 
to drown himself, but wras rescued by a 
woman named Villeuiinot. 
Two years 
later he made a prominent concert H|»- 
pearance and a success, and from that 
time his progress in public favor was 
rapid. 
He traveled in France, Italy, 
England and Germany; and created a 
furore everywhere. 
In 1843 he came 
to the United States, receiving a cor­ 
dial reception. One of the incidents of 
his first visit to this country he told in 
a newspaper interview three years ago. 
Said bt: “ At Washington I gave a 
graaJ eoncert, which was attended by 
Die President, Senate, House of Repre­ 
sentatives, and the members of the 
diplomatic corps. There is a little his­ 
tory how that was brought about which 
I will tell you. 
Henry Clay was very 
sick. and I was invited to visit him bv 
a mutual friend. I accepted, and pro­ 
posed that I should take my violin and 
play for Urn. The idea was approved 
by 
my 
friend, 
who 
saiu 
that 
Henry Clay 
would, no doubt, 
be 
delighted. 
On 
arriving 
in 
the 
house, I took up a position adjoining 
the sick chamber and played, in a low 
tone. Clay's favorite melody, “The 
Last Rose of Summer." 
His intern* 
WM Immediately aroused, and he asked: 
if soma one was not playing in the 
street. As the tone was raised, he 
said, 'Ah! that must be Ole Bull; no 
one but him could play that air.* 
When I ended the doors were thrown 
open and the great man came and em­ 
braced me, and I felt that a higher 
fcouor than lf all the sovereigns In the 
world bad embraced me. 
When this 
incident became known I was request­ 
ed to give a concert in Washington, 
and the request was signed by the Sen­ 
ators and Representatives and also by 
President Fillmore.” 
He returned to Bergen In 1848, hav­ 
ing amassed a fortune. 
His thoughts 
ran to great euterprises. He wanted to 


or districts, each under the supervision 
of a caid, whose principal business is to 
collect the imposts. The semi-indepen­ 
dent tribes are ruled by their own chiefs, 
and scarcely acknowledge the Sultan's 
authority. 
The Government is abso­ 
lutely despotic, and in the absence of 
written laws the will of the Sultan (called 
by Europeans and Americans the Em­ 
peror of Morocco) and of his subordi­ 
nates is equivalent to law. 
Public offi­ 
cials chiefly support themselves by prac­ 
ticing extortion on their inferiors, and 
are in turn robbed by their superiors. 
The Sultan is styled by his subjects 
Prince of Believers and Vicegerent of 
God on Flarth, the title being hereditary 
in the male line, though not nec essarily 
descending to the eldest soil. 
Learning 
to read and write and to recite portions 
of the Koran is considered education, 
which to this extent is pretty generally 
acquired. Printing is unknown, and the 
arts and sciences arc well-nigh null. The 
sole industries of any consequence are 
the manufacture of caps, fine silks and 
leather, in which last the people excel. 
The army numbers between 20,000 and 
30,000 men, half of them negroes anc 
there is besides a body of militia, 90,000 
to luu,000 strong, which is occasionally 
called out. The navy is insignificant, 
but in the sixteenth and seventeenth cen­ 
turies it was p:-*tical and very formida­ 
ble.

So he lay down again aud 
pulled the covers over his head, aud 
the bed bogan to shake violently, and 
he thought it was an earthquake, aud 
was terribly scared. The bed shook so 
that he hail to cling to the mattress to 
keep in, aud finally the bed seemed to 
rise up right uuder him, and he was 
liurleu violently to the door. 
He tried 
to rise, aud just then the mattress came 
oft' upon him with great force and floor­ 
ed him again. 
He liad a terrible time 
getting out from under them, aud just 
as he did so, aud gave a wild yell for 
help, a shower of ice water came upon 
him, and llien the slats of the bed 
began to whack 
at him, and 
as 
he could see but little in the dim 
light of tho 
room, he thought he 
must have gone to sleep in a threshing 
machine, and some one hail started it. 
His yells tiu&Uy brought the landlord, 
who stopped the machine, and tried to 
calm the terrified guest by explaining 
the thing to him. 
But the explanation 
only made matters worse, for tne victim 
lost two trains stopping over to lay for 
the clerk, who had found out what he 
had done, aud kept out of the way.—
